Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-20, 22-30, and 32-24 (renumbered 1-19) are allowed. The examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance has been previously set forth in the Notice of 
Allowance mailed on October 10, 2003. 

In regards to the Information Disclosure Statement submitted on January 16, 
2004, the newly cited references are substantially similar to the previously applied art 
and as such, said references are not seen to disclose, teach, or suggest the method 
and/or apparatus of the claimed invention. In particular, the newly cited references fail 
to describe an adjusting step in which the length of tread is adjusted relative to a tread 
cutter in order to match the designs on the first and second tread edges. As to the 
apparatus, the newly cited references fail to describe the specific structure of the 
claimed invention and the claimed relationship between the respective components, 
including a measuring device, a control unit, a tread dispenser, an elongated track, and 
a tread cutter.
